1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same. Namely: town officers’ salaries, town officers’ expenses, 
election and registration expenses, expenses of town hall and 
other town buildings, police department, fire department, health 
department, vital statistics, auto and dog fees, town maintenance 
of highways and bridges, street lighting, general expenses of 
highway department, town road aid, libraries, town poor, old 
age assistance, Memorial Day and other celebrations, aid to sol- 
diers and their families, parks and playgrounds, cemeteries, 
Monadnock Region, interest on temporary loans, on long term 
notes, on principal of trust funds used by town, payment of notes 
in anticipation of taxes, serial and long term notes, county taxes, 
payment to school districts. 

3. To see if the town will vote to accept State T. R. A. for 
construction of Class V roads and raise and appropriate or set 
aside for said purpose the sum of $748.24 and the state will con- 
tribute $2992.97. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3000.00 for tarring the Turnpike road, also the road from 
Lyndeborough Center to Milford road as far as possible. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $57 (1/100th of 1% of the valuation) to the Monadnock 
Region of Southern New Hampshire for the issuance and distri- 
bution of printed matter, newspaper and magazine’ advertising, 
calling attention to the resources and natural advantages of the 
town, in cooperation with the other thirty-seven towns of the 
Monadnock Region. 
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6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $400 for the control of White Pine Blister Rust. 

7. To see if the town will vote to petition the State Tax Com- 
mission to have an audit made by the division of municipal ac- 
counting and to make an appropriation to cover the expenses of 
such audit. .

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeborough: 
I respectfully submit my twenty-fourth annual re- 
port as your Superintendent of Schools. 


Outlook for Education 

The State Board of Education with the leadership 
of the new Commissioner of Education has carefully 
drawn up a new plan for state aid, and suggested a 
largely increased legislative appropriation to make it 
effective. The Interim Commission authorized by the 
1945 Legislature has made an exhaustive study of pub- 
lic education in New Hampshire and their report 
further emphasizes the need of largely increased state 
aid to the local school districts. 

The state aid plan in use since 1919, providing for 
elementary schools only, was based on a very compli- 
cated formula which was difficult to apply and unsat- 
isfactory in its administration. Furthermore the legis- 
lative appropriation was seldom sufficient to cover the 
requirements of the law. 

The proposed plan, which would give state aid 
for support of high school as well as elementary is 
embodied in a bill now under consideration in the Leg- 
islature. It sets up a simple formula allowing a fixed 
sum of money for each pupil attending school in any 
given school district. Two kinds of state aid are pro- 
posed; first, an Equalization Fund to supply any dis- 
trict with the money it needs for support of high and 
elementary schools beyond the amount of a local tax 
of $6.00 on each $1000 of equalized valuation; second, 
a General Fund to supply to every school district in 
the state a certain sum of money for each child atterid- 
ing school. 

These funds must be provided by legislative ap- 
propriations; in case such appropriation is not suffi- 
cient, provision is made to supply the Equalization aid 
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first and to distribute the remainder as General aid pro- 
portionally. | 

The reasons for the proposed new plan and its 
justification are to be found in a comparison of New 
Hampshire with the other states of the Union. New 
Hampshire is the fourth lowest state in the percentage 
of state aid furnished the local school units, providing 
only 7% of the local costs of elementary schools as 
compared with a national average of 35%. New 
Hampshire is the only state not now providing state 
aid for high school costs. 

Education is universally recognized as a responsi- 
bility which the state cannot escape by throwing the 
entire burden of costs upon local real estate taxation— 
a burden so unequal that it amounted to a tax ranging 
all the way from $3.73 per $1000 in one town to $32.41 
in another town in the school year 1944-45. 

_ A citizenry made up of people enlightened through 
universal education is the only sure guarantee for the 
protection of the American democratic principle of the 
dignity and worth of the individual, and is as neces- 
sary as adequate military defense. The Nation’s eco- 
nomic security depends more upon acquired know- 
ledge and skill than upon natural resources. Democ- 
racy is constantly threatened by hostile alien political, 
economic and social theories that can be defeated only 
by vigilant, constant efforts comparable to those that 
won the war, in which every individual has a responsi- 
bility and a contribution to make. 

In such a citizenry no less than a complete high 
school education for every mentally competent child 
is sufficient. No less than the very best teaching will 
assure such a degree of intelligence. The most com- 
petent persons must be secured and adequately trained 
for the teaching profession—persons who have the un- 
derstanding and skill to discover and intelligently 
stimulate and develop the talents of children. The 
practitioner of no other profession needs more highly 
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specialized knowledge, more technical precision and 
artistic skill, than the teacher. 


Against this conception of the ideal as a back- 
ground, let us look at the present condition: more than 
a third of the nation’s 900,000 teachers have quit 
teaching entirely since 1939; 60,000 vacancies have not 
been filled at all and 109,000 persons lacking the full 
qualifications for teaching certificates have been em- 
ployed on emergency permits. Nearly 500 such per- 
sons are now teaching in New Hampshire. 

The end of the war brought no relief, and there 
will be no relief until persons of high native ability 
can be attracted to the teacher training institutions in 
much greater numbers, and there receive a full four 
year training. Such persons will not be keen to invest 
four years in this training unless they can expect re- 
wards, in terms of money and satisfactions, that are 
comparable to those in other occupations requiring a 
like amount of training. 


Salaries 

Last year I reported that a survey of current sal- 
aries of elementary teachers in New Hampshire showed 
that in towns with less than 600 population; sixteen 
were paying less than $1200 and eleven were paying 
from $1400 to $1500. A like survey this year shows 
only four towns paying less than $1200. $1400 to $1500 
is the minimum salary in twenty-seven towns, and the 
maximum salary in thirty-two towns. Nine towns are 
paying $1600 to $1800. The five towns in this group in 
our Union are paying from $1200 to $1650. 

Towns whose population ranges from 600 to 1000 
are paying elementary teachers from $1200 to $2100, 
except that six pay less than $1200. 


Towns whose population ranges from 1000 to 1500 
pay from $1200 to $2000 with none less than $1200. 
Towns whose population ranges from 1500 to 2500

are paying from $1350 to $2340 with none less than 
$1300. 


The survey shows that there was a definite upward 
trend of salaries from last year to this, and at. this 
moment many New Hampshire towns are granting 
further increases for the current year ranging from 
$200 to $400. 


Deficiency Budget 


The budget prepared last year did not provide 
sufficient allowance for the possibility of new families 
with school children. Several families settled in town 
_ during the succeeding months necessitating substantial 
additions to the transportation originally planned and 
to the tuition of seventh and eighth grade pupils going 
to Wilton, consequently there will be a deficiency of 
approximately $800 on the current year’s money which 
the school district is asked to raise and appropriate in 
a special article in the warrant so that the money may 
be immediately available. 


Budget for 1947-48 


Most of the items presented in the budget are in 
the same amounts as last year’s budget or this year’s 
actual cost. The important increases are in the follow- 
ing items: teachers’ salaries $200; textbooks increase 
of $150 (three reasons are increased cost per book, 
increased number of pupils, new books needed to re- 
place old ones); scholars’ supplies increased $50 to 
cover 35% increase in unit cost; health supervision in- 
creased $75 to meet the request of the school nurse for 
increase in salary. Transportation estimated at this 
year’s cost which is $740 above last year’s estimate. 
Elementary tuition will cost $900 to cover more pupils 
and probably higher tuition rate. High school tuition 
same as last year, fewer pupils but probably higher 
rate. Insurance $62.50, the amount required every 
third year; fixed charges $120 to cover assessment re- 
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quired by teacher retirement law, the teachers paying 
a like amount out of their salaries. 

Income estimated at the usual amounts for dog tax 
and trust funds with at least as much state aid as re- 
ceived this year $710 gives a total of $890 which shows 
that $9581.50 should be assessed to meet the school 
board’s budget. Should the proposed revised state aid 
plan become law there should be a substantial increase 
in the amount of state aid but it is impossible to fore- 
cast the amount at this time.

In conjunction with the pre-school clinic, the 
Tuberculin skin test was given to all school children 
desiring it by permission from their parents. Those 
reacting to the test were X-rayed and a report sent to 
the parents or family doctor. The pupil having a hear- 
ing defect, after treatments, showed correction in the 
recent audiometer test in her school.
